There will be nothing small about 
the Dedication Day start of the new 
Panama-California International Ex- 
position. The date is March 18, and 
|President Woodrow Wilson is ex- 
pected to be able to leave Washing- 
ton to be the chief speaker. In the 
event that he is detained, plans are 
being made to have Josephus Dan- 
iels, secretary of the navy, or Frank- 
lin K. Lane, secretary of the in- 
terior, as the representative of the 
U, S. government. 

An aerial parade of a dozen 
planes from the North Island 
tion station; the presence of seven 
western governors; music of a half 
dozen bands; the return of the 
famous Spanish dancers and singers 
who will stroll through the exposi- 
tion plazas throughout the year; the 
opening of the exhibits of nineteen 
foreign nations; the first bow of the 
reorganized amusement- street, the 
Isthmus; formal introduction to the 
world of “Miss San Diego—1916,” 
charming daughter of the Southland, 
wearing a dazzling costume of Span- 
ish and exposition colors—red and 
yellow; a parade of officers and men 
from every branch of the govern- 
ment service; a wonderful display of 
fireworks, and a reign of carnival 
in all the exposition’s couris.
